AI Ho all Men are born 
in the ſame Conditi- 


on, and that, when 
they com to Years of Maturi- 
ty, they are equally free to 
diſpoſe. of Themſelves as Rea- 
ſon ſhall direct them; yet they 
find their Account ſo much in 
becoming Members of civil So- 
ciety , that every one incor- 
porats with ſora Government 
or other, according as he has 
rs B Edu- 
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only rewarded for their Pains, 
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Education, Choice, or Oppor- 
tunity. And this they do, not 
only by Reaſon of the Mutual 
Delights and Aſliſtancethey re- 


ceive from each other, bat alſo 


for a greater Security to their 
Perſons and Poſſeſſions againft 


the Fraud of the deceitful, and 


the Violence of Invaders. It 
being therfore for the good of 
the whole Community , and 
for every individual Member 
therof, that Men enter into 
Society, they agree among 
themſelves (or by ſuch as they 
authorize to repreſent them) 
on certain Rules and Laws, 
which are to be the Meaſure 
and Standard of every Man's 
Actions ; and they commit the 
Execution of them to indiffe- 
rent Umpires, who are not

lity, bur alſo armd with ſuf- 


fleient power to ſee Juſtice don 
ment inflicted on Offendors. 


For if Men were left to judge 


in their own Caſes, Partiality 
and Revenge might ſomtimes 
chrry em too far, as at other 
Times good Nature or privat 
Gratifications might render 
em too remiſs in making Ex- 
ampies of Evildoers. The Le- 
giſlarive Power is the Supreme 
Auxhority of every Society,

For the Legiſla- 
tive being only a fiduciary 
Power to make Laws for the 
good of the Society, and ſince 
no People can be ſupposd to in- 
tend their Liberty or Proper- 
ty ſhou'd- be deſtroy d by the 
Authority they delegat to their 
Repreſentatives, tis plain that

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SECT II. 
An Idea of Arbitrary Power. | 


H ESE are the Funda- 
mental Principles of all 
free Governments; but in ab- 
folute Monarchies there are no 
Remedies againſt the worſt 
Diſorders of Human Nature. 


The Rule of Men's Actions is 


unconſtant, dubious, or alte - 
ther unknown - ſince the 
rince (without being accoun- 
table to auy) can aboliſh. to 
morrow what has bin ſolemn- 
ly. eſtabliſht to day; he may 
be hurry d by the Impetuoſity 
ns to vary every 
eme and, if hes not Diel 
a E

ſelf of the worft Temper, yet 
to gratify a Miſtrets, a Favo- 
rit,- or a Miniſter, he may not 
only frequently change his 
own Decrees, but alſo ditpenſe 
with the very Laws of God, 
and oppoſe the cleareſt Dictats 
of Nature. This renders the 
Condition of the Subjects ex- 
tremely miſerable, no Body 
having any Security for his 


Eftate, which deftroys all Fru- 


gality of Courſe ; nor 1s Vir- 
tue or Valor more incourag d, 
ſince what one thinks his Du- 
ty, may (for ought he knows) 
be made his Crime, and that all 
his Atchievments muſt only 
redound to the Glory or Profit 
of his Maſter. Tis ownd that 
ſome Law and Order is ob- 
ſerv d among the Subjects, 
when they have any Contro- 
Fo Wy yerlies 
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verſies among themſelves ; as 
Men keep their Beaſts from 
hurting or deſtroying one an- 
other , tor fear of diminiſh- 
ing their own Profit or De- 
light. But where the Prince 
is immediatly concern'd, of 
is gain'd to intereſt himſelf 
in another's Cauſe, no Re- 
_ dreſs can be obtain'd for In- 
juries receiv'd, nor is there 
any Defence againſt Injuſtice. 
Theſe and the like Reaſons 
make arbitrary Power ſo farr 
from being preferable to other 
Conſtitutions, or indeed from 
being properly any kind of 


civil Government (ſince all po- 


litical Authority is deſign'd 


for the good and not for the 


hurt of Men) that it is infi- 


nitly worſe than the very 


State of Nature: for there a

Man may judg of his Right, 
and preſerve it as well as he 
can ; but the Will of an ar- 
bitrary Monarch 1s not to be 
diſputed. He has Religion 
prepar'd to juſtify,and Forceto 
maintain him in whatſoever 
he dos, all his Subjects entirely 
depending on his Pleaſure, in 
their Wealth and the Endow- 
ments of their Mind, as well. 
as in the uſe and drudgery of 
their Bodies. Let any but con- 
ſult antient Hiſtory,or conſider 
the State of thoſe Places where 
arbitrary Power is now eſta- 
bliſht in the World, and hell 
eaſily perceive that the Effects 
of it are ſutable to the Max- 
ims on which it 1s built. The 
People are extremely poor, be- 
cauſe the Want of a Security 
to ns ae hinders all their 
Indu- 
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Induſtry; they are generally 
diſpirited, for * deſtroys 
their Courage; they are pur- 
pofely kept in ce, left 
Knowlege ſhou d make em 
defirous of Liberty; and they 
are abominably vitious, be- 
cauſe fenfual Pleafures are the 
only Satisfaction they have 


left, being debarr'd the Free. 


dom of Converſation, Stran- 
gers to the Delights of Learn- 
ing, and never imploy d on a 
public Account : befides that 
the Prince, who denys 'em all 
the reft, indulges em in this, 
as the beſt Courſe to make 
them thoughtleſs of other 
Matters, and to render em 
effeminatly voluptuous, leſt 
they ould ever be temted 
to vindicat their Freedom. 
Add to all this, the curſt Am- 

bition

placable Jealouſtes between all

the Confuſions of Interreigns,

of evil Counſillors ; the Va- 
nity, Lewdneſs, Flattery, Vi-

Exiles, and other Calamities, 
by which the Monarch at- 
tains his unjuſt Ends, or pro- 
tects his Miniſters in oppreſ- 
ling the innocent People.

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HE Preeminence of a free 
State dos conſiſt in the In- 

joy ment of every thing which 
oontributes to perfect the Feli- 
city of Mankind. The Inhabi- 
tants of, the Contry are nume- 


rous, induſtriou s ſober, wealthy, 
and martial; Liberty and Laws 


ſecure em in their Poſſeſſions, 
which makes em as vigilant and 
valiant in Defence of the Go- 
vernment as to preſerve their 


own. Lives; 3 the Buildings are 


conſtantly. in Repair 1 excel- 
ling in Magnificence and Ar- 
chitecture; the Lands are im- 
rd with all manner of Cul- 

| ture 
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ture, for Ornament and De- 
light, as well as the Profit of 
the Owners; the public Roads, 
Walks, Bridges, Edifices, and 
the like, are equally ſtately 
and commodious; the Rivers 
and Harbors are full of Ships 
which import whatever is 
uſeful or pretious in any Pate 
of the Univerſe, and export 
the Superfluity of native Pro- 
ductions to ſuch as need em 
elfewhere ; all Orders of Men 
maintain their oper Charac- 
ters, but the ſtoutneſs, nat 
Apparel, and good Air of the 
Common- people e particularly 
demonſtrat their Freedom and 
Plenty; the Magiſtrat is re- 
 verenc'd but not fear d, injoy- 
ing Honors only ſhort of Ado- 
ration, and whoſbever would

15 
aſſaſſinat all the Subjects; the 

Government is honor'd and 
fear'd abroad, true to their 
Allies, firm to their Friends, 
and terrible but not unjuſt to 
their Enemies; Arts, Inventi- 
ons, and Learning are univer- 
fally ineourag d, and in the moſt 
floriſhing Condition; Stran- 
gers think themſelves as free 
and fafe as at Home; contrary 
Sentiments make no Diffe- 
rence of Eſteem or Affecti. 
on; no Variety of Worſhip is 
thought too much or grudg'd 
to the Deity; all Sects and 
Partys are agreed to part 
with their Lives ſooner than 
their Liberty ; they are for 
relieving the oppreſt in every 
other Part of the World, and 
woud abandon their Contry 


only to remove into Heaven.

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Tis true, that among free Go- 
verments no ſmall diſtincti- 
on is to be made, according 
to the different Natures of 
their Conſtitution, or - the 
Degrees of Liberty they in- 
Joy: but in this they all a- 
gree, to have — Laws of 
the People's making, either by 
themſelves or their Delegats; 


and that all Matters are or- 
der d for the common good 


of the Society.

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SECT. Iv. 


Of the Liberty and Guvernment of 
England. 


JF the free Governments 
at this Time, and for 

ſom hundreds of Years paſt, 
this of England is one of the 
moſt conſiderable. Its Popu- 
louſneſs, Commerce, Wealth, 
Politeneſs, Power, and Re- 
putation, is wholly owing 
to Liberty: for the Soil and 
Situation of ſom other Con- 
trys are indiſputably prefera- 
ble, and England ſtood in the 
ſame Place when Jurius CæsdR 
diſcover'd it poſſeſt by a naked 
and ſavage People, with pain- 
ted Skins, a Community of

Wives, having only Bogs and 
woody Faſtneſſes for Citys 
and Fortifications, and with- 
out any better offenſive or de- 
fenſive Weapons than moſt of 
the wildeſt Americans. But our 
Liberty, ſince the-firſt Foun- 
dation of it, has not conti- 
nud always in the ſame Con- 
dition. Great and various 
have bin the Attemts to ruin 
it; and nevertheleſs, it has 
not only ſubſiſted, while 
moſt Contrys of Europe are 
overwhelmd with a Deluge 


of Tyranny ; but of late Years 


it has prodigiouſly increas'd, 
and ſeems at preſent to be ar- 
rivd at a Heigth which wants 
very little of Perfection. Our 
Hiſtorys are full of the Con- 
teſts between the King, the 
Clergy , the Nobility and 
x Com-

Commons, about their ſeveral 
Powers and Privileges, with 
their manifold and dubious 
Succeſſes. But at length by an 


inſenſible progreſs in part, 
and partly from Cauſes viſible 


to every Ey, the Overballance 
of Property (and conſequently 
of Power) fell into the Scale 
of the Commons, where it 
ſeems to be now wholly fixt, 
and according to which the 
Government 1s in a manner 
new model'd (yet by unob- 
ſervd Degrees) tho the antient 
names and Cuſtoms generally 
continue ſtill the ſame. Arca- 
num nov! Status, Imago Antiqui, 
lays T acirus: The Secret of ſet- 
ting up a new Government is to re- 
tain the Image of the old. No 
ſooner did the Commons be- 
gin to diſcover their own

Strength, and that they 
woud neither bear any Hard- 
ſhips from the. other two 
Sms nor be without. ſuch 
Laws and Privileges as they 
thought beneficial, ' conveni- 
ent, or neceſſary, but our 
Kings redoubl'd their Efforts 
to graſp at an arbitrary and 
unlimitted Power, as the only 
means to keep their People 
1n Subjection, and to ſecure 
their own Authority ; a fatal 
and miſtaken Policy as ap- 
pear'd by the Event. I ſhall 
not mention what Progrets 
was made by the Kings of the 
Scottiſh Race in this impious 
and accurſt Deſign, nor the 
treacherous Aſſiſtance they re- 
ceivd from ſeveral Orders of 
Men among us who depended 
on their Liberality or Power ; 
neither

neither will I revive the odi- 
ous Memory of thoſe -mon- 
ſtrous, abſurd, and abomina- 
ble Doctrins which were then 
coind, publicly ſpread with 
the greateſt Induſtry, and 
under the moſt awful Impreſ- 
ſions, to infect the Under- 
ſtandings of the People, and to 
make them eternal Slaves by 
their own Concurrence as 
well as Conſent. On theſe 
or the like Miſcarriages I fhall 
not at all inſiſt, not ſo much 
for being invidious, many of 
the Perſons concernd being 
{till alive; but becauſe I think 
it is now out of their Power, 
and (I really hope) no longer 
in their Wills to bring us 
ever into the like Danger a 
ſecond Time.. ' Ihe Happi- 


neſs of our preſent Condi-

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tion is the Subject on which 
I propoſe to diſcourſe; and if 
I touch on any Thing not hi- 
therto remedy d, or which 
J think amiſs at this Tame, 
tis not to reflect on any 
particular Perſons, but he- 
cauſe I cannot avoid it with- 
out betraying the Cauſe I have 
undertaken to defend, and be- 
ing wanting in Duty to my 
Contry.

The Li; tation and Settlement of

Iu late King J AMES. 


_ Janzs the Second. ha- 
ving forfeited his Right 


=? the regal Government of 
theſe 
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theſe Nations by a notorious 
Neglect of his Declaration 
when he aſcended the Throne, 
by an open Breach of his Co- 
ronation Oath, and of the na- 
tural Relation or original Com- 
pact between all Kings and 
their Subjects; but more par- 
ticularly by endeavoring to 
extirpat the Preteftant Religion, 
to ſubvert our Laws and Li- 
berties, and actually being 
guilty of ſeveral — and 
tyrannical Proceedings, the 
free People of this Kingdom 
invited over the Prince of C- 
range, under whom they put 
themſelves in a Poſture of — 
fence, and ſucceſsfully 

ver d the juſt Rights af — 
ſelves and their Poſterity. 

Their Oppreſſor, conſcious of 
his Demerits, having abdica- 
C 4 ted 
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ted the Government by flying 
out of the Realm beyond the 
Seas, and their wonderful De- 
liverance from Popery and ar- 
bitrary Power being, as the 
Convention of our Eſtates wor- 
thily expreſt it, next under God, 
due to the Reſolution and Conduct of 
his Royal Highneſs the Prince of 
Orange, they cou'd do no lets 
than to chuſe Him for their 
King, not only out of Grati- 
tude for their freſh Preferva- 
tion wherin he was ſo ſignal 
an Inſtrument, but alſo from 
a juſt Conſideration of his ex- 
traordinary Merit, as the fit- 
teſt Perſon to protect them here- 
after from any Violation of the Rights 

they had ſo lately aſſerted, and from 
all other Attemts on their Religion 
and Liberties. The Nobility and 
People being likewiſe highly ſenſi- 
= 5 
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le (to uſe their own Words) 
: of the great Merit and eminent Vir- 
tues of her Highneſs the Princeſs of 
Orange, and of her true Zeal for 
the Proteſtant Religion, they aſſo- 
ciated her into the ſame Digni- 
ty with her Husband, the ſole 
Adminiſtration to be only ex- 
ecuted by Him during their 
joint Lives in both their | 
Names, and then by the Sur- _ 
vivor of them. Aﬀter their 
Deceaſe the Crown was to de- 
ſoend to the Heirs of the Body 
of the ſaid Princeſs; and for 
default of ſuch Iſſue, to her 
Siſter the Princeſs AnnNe of 
of Denmark, and the Heirs of 
her Body ; and in caſe ſhe had 
none, then to the Heirs of the 
Body of the Prince of Orange. 
What mighty Things his Ma- 
jeſty has brought about and 
Per- 
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perform'd at Home and A. 
-broad, in Peace and War, du- 
ring theſe 12 Years of his hap- 
py Reign, is not my Iask at 
preſent to relate; and ther- 
fore I ſhall only ſay in gene- 
ral, that as the People have 
Reaſon to be pleas'd with their 
Choice, and to have their 
Judgment applauded by all Eu. 
rope: ſo they may ſafely con- 
clude, that no King can ever 
be ſo good as one of their own 
making; as there is no Title 
equal to their Approbation, 
which is the only divine Right 
of all Magiſtracy, for the Voice 
the People is the Vaice of God.

The Danger of leaving the Succeſ- 
ſion uncertain after the Deceaſeof 
his preſent Majeſty and the Prin- 
ceſs Anne of Denmark, and 
the Default of their reſpectiue 
Iſſues.

H E Nation being thus 
reſtor d to the free Poſ- 
ſeſſion and Injoyment of their 

Religion, Rights, and Liber- 

ties, had no greater temporal Fe- 

licity to hope or wiſh (to ſpeak 

my Senſe in the Words of the 

late Act for further limitting 

the Succeſſion, vc.) than to 

ſee a royal Progeny deſcending from 

bis Majeſty, to whom (under God) 

they were indebted for their Tran- 

 quillity, and whoſe Anceſtors y 
or 
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for many Years bin principal Aſſer- 
tors of the reform 'd Religion and 
the Libertys of Europe: and alſo 
from the late Queen Manx, 
whoſe Memory will always be pre- 
tious fo the Subjects of theſe Realms. 
But it having pleas d almighty 
God to take away our ſaid Snverain 
Lady, and alſo the moſt hopeful 
Prince W 11.11am Duke of Gloce- 
ſter, the on ly urviving Iſſue of Her 
= Highneſs the Princeſs ANNE 
Denmark, the Nation fell 
under the deepeſt Concern, 


conſidering — Death will 


put la Period to the nobleſt 
Lives, without ſparing even 
their great Deliverer; and 
knowing that the ejected King, 
with a pretended Prince of 
Wales, were ſure of Aſſi- 
ſtance from a powerful Mo- 
narch abroad, and much y—_ 
34 y 
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lyd on a formidable Party 
(as they gave out) at pme, 
who breathd nothing but 
dire Revenge againſt the Friends 
of their Contry's Liberty, and 
were reſtleſs in their Indeavors 
to ſett up arbitrary Power in 
the Hands of a Popi/h Prince. 
We know that to prevent all 
Poſſibility of introducing the 
Roman Idolatry, 1t was made a 
ſolemn Law after the late Re- 
vVolut ion, and is renew 'd in the 
laſt Act for limitting the Suc- 
ceſſion, that all who were or after- 
wards ſhould be reconcil'd to, or Hold 
Communion with the See or Church 
of Rome, or ſhould profeſs the Po- 
piſh Religion, or marry a Papiſt, 
ſhall be for ever excluded and made 
incapable to hold, poſſeſs, or enjoy 
the Crown and Government of theſe 
Kingdoms, and the Dominions ther- 
unto

unto belonging, or any part of the 
ſame; and that in all ſuch Caſes the 
People of theſe Realms ſhall be and 
actually are abſolu/d of their Allegi- 
ance : and that the ſaid Crown and 
Government ſhall from Time to Time 
deſcend to and be enjoy d by ſuch Per- 
fon or Perſons, being Proteſtants, as 
Jhould have inherited and enjoyd the 
ſame in Caſe the ſaid Perſon or Per- 
Jons ſo reconciÞd, holding Communion, 
frofeſſing, or marrying as aforeſaid, 
were naturally dead. But not- 
withſtanding this timely and 
good Proviſion, the late King 
Jus, and the pretended 


1 of Wales, had no bet- 


ter Game in the World than 
to have the Succeſſion left un- 
certain, after the Limitations 
to the Lives and Iſſues of the 
King and Princeſs ſhou'd de- 
termin.

Nation muſt needs in ſuch a 


per plext Condition of Affairs 
be in great Confuſion, the ſe- 
veral Partys in different Ap- 
prehenſions of Things, having 
contrary Intereſts, and being 
ſuſpicious of each other, a ſpe- 
cious Compoſition offer d per- 
haps by the late King, a Shew 
of educating the pretended 
Prince of Wales in the Proteſtant 
Religion, the impending Ter- 
ror of a French Invaſion, and 
the Titles of ſeveral Families 
both of the Reform d and Popiſh 
Religions who claim the Inhe- 
ritance of the Crown, with o- 
ther unforeſeen or ſudden Ac- 
cidents; I ſay, whoever deli- 
beratly conſiders all this, will 
tremble when he perceives how 


farr the Conjuncture of theſe

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might favor a ſecond Reſtor ati- 
on. But ſuppoſing the Iſſue 
to be doubtful, yet, ſhoud the

OW the Nation (as the 
1 preſent Act of Succeſſion 
words it) having daily Experi- 
ence of his Majeſty's royal Gare and 
Concern for the preſent and future 
Welfare of theſe Kingdoms, were 
yet agreeably confirm'd in 
this good Opinion, when, in 
ſuch an uncertain State of Af- 
fairs as made the Diſaffected

| D Wiſdom 
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Wiſdom diflipated the Fears of 
his loyal Subjects, and fixt 
an everlaſting Barr againſt the 
Enemies or Envyers of our 
Liberty. For, being of the 
ſame Mind with all the well- 
diſpos d People of England, he 
thought it abſolutely neceſſa- 
ry for our Safety, Peace, and

of ,to which his Subjects might ſafely 
have Recourſe for their Protection, 
in Caſe he. or the Princeſs fail'd of 
Hue : and being further zea- 
louſly concern'd for preferv- 
ing the Peace and Parity of 
the Proteſiant Religion, of 
which his Anceſtors; as well 
as himſelf were ſuch illuſtri- 

ous 
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ous Members and Protectors, 
he did at the opening of this 
preſent, Parlament, on Friday 
the 14th of February laſt, par- 
ticularly recommend from the 
Throne a further Proviſion to 
be made for the Succe/ion of 
the Crown in the Proteftant 
Line; and his own Words on 
this important Subject were as 
following. Our great Misfor- 
tune in the loſs of the Duke of Glo- 
ceſter has made it abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary that there ſhou'd be a further 
Proviſion for the Succeſſion to the 
Crown in the Proteſtant Line af- 
ter me and the Princeſs. The Hap- 


pineſs of the Nation, and the Se- 


curity of bur Religion (which is our 


 thiefeſt Concern) ſeems ſo much to 


depend upon this, that IT cannot 
doubt but it will meet with a gene- 
Concurremcè and 1 earneſtly TECOM= 

D 2 mend 
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mend it to your early and effectual 
Conſideration. Nothing coud 
be more reaſonable, ſincere, 
or moving, and have more of 
true Eloquence in lt than this 
ſhort but very weighty Para- 
graph. It evidently demon- 
ſtrats with what a generous 
Ardor his Majeſty's inflam'd to 
perfect the Deliverance he 10 
magnanimouſly begun, and ſo 
glorioutly continu'd ; and that 
he did not com from one free 
Contry into another with the 
mean Deſign of procuring 
more Power to Himſelf, but 
with the godlike Reſolution 
of acquring more Liberty to 
them. All his true Friends 
were tranſported with Joy to 
hear of this pathetic. Repre- 
ſentation to both Houſes of 
Parlament, his Enemys were 
‚ | no 
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no leſs ſorrowful to ſee them- 
ſelves fruſtrated of all their 
Hopes, and to find their niceſt 
Projects turnd at beſt into 
golden Dreams. But no ſort 
of People appear d more aſto- 
niſht than thoſe vifionary 
Politicians, who were ſo buſy 
to inſinuat, that his Majeſty 
had a ſtrange Inclination for 
the pretended Prince of Wales, 


and that he was very likely to 


recommend him ſor his Suc- 
ceſſor, if he had not already 
ingag d or made a Bargain to 
do it. Tis hard to conceive 
how this odd Notion coud e- 
ver enter into any ſober Man's 


Head, for it was too groſs to 


paſs for a malitious Reflecti- 
on; but yet there were thoſe, 
who are counted no Fools, 
that mightily valud them- 
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ſelves on this Secret; and no 
Doubt they thought it a thou- 
{and pittys ſo refin d a Scheme 
ſhoud be wholly confounded 
by a Speech. But not to ſpend 
more Words on ſo trivial a 
Subject, it now appears to 
all the Word that his Majeſty 
had it ever in his Thoughts, 
and was the main Point in 
which all his Actions center d, 
not only to leave us a freer 
People than he found us, but 
alſo to ſettle England (as he 
promis d in his Declaration) 
above all Danger ef falling at a- 
ny Time hereafter under arbitrary 
Power, and to. eſtabliſh, our 
Liberty on a. wiſe and no- 
ble Frame of Government. 
This is actually perform'd in 
the late Act for the further Limi- 


tation of the Crown, and better ſe- 
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curing the Rights and Liberties of 
the Subjects. For tho we were 
a free Nation before, and that 
at one Time or other we en- 
Joy'd the greateſt Part of the 
Privileges contain'd in this 
Act, yet there never was the 
Time wherin they all at once 
had the Force of Laws. Som 
of em were ſo long diſus d 
as to be juſtly reckon d obſo- 
lete, and the frequent Strug- 
gles to have em reviv'd ſhews 
they were not reputed obliga- 
tory under any Penaltys; ſom 
of em were thought very fitt 
to be enacted for the future, 
tho they had never bin ſo be- 
fore, and others left dubious 
whether ever they had bin 
Laws or no. But now all 
theſe Diſputes are terminated 
by the moſt happy Concur-

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rence of his Majeſty and both 


Houſes of Parlament, who 


have readily granted us the 


Limitations ſpecifyd in this 
Act, and likewiſe have con- 
firmd in the ſame Magna Char- 
ta, the Petition of Rights in 
CuaklLEs the firſt's Time, the 
Declaration of Rights on the late 


Revolution, with the other 


Laws and Statutes of this Realm 
for ſecuring the eſtabliſht Religion 
and the Rights and Liberties of the 
the People, Now of all theſe 
put together it may be truly 
affirm'd, that there is not a 
nobler Body of Laws, or a 
better Fence for Liberty and 
Property in any Common- 


wealth in the World. Indeed 


they are not all to take Place 
till after the Deceaſe of his 
Majeſty and the Princeſs, and 
r the 
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the Default of their Iſſues re- 
ſpectively; and certainly tis 


one of the greateſt Comple- 


ments this Nation cou'd paſs 
on his Majeſty's Virtue, that 
they will leave him the uſe 
of thoſe Prerogatives which 
(conſidering the ſad Proſpect 
of no further Iſſue from the 
Princeſs of Denmark) they 
dare not truſt in. the Hands 
of any mortal beſides. But 
there's no Queſtion to be made 
of his acting ſutable to the 
Confidence they repoſe in 
Him, and the more He knows 


the Senſe of the Nation (which 


is clearly expreſsd in this Act) 
the better hes capable to go- 
govern them. I remember it 


was once reported by thoſe 


who envy d his noble Deſigns 
of eſtabliſhing Liberty, that

his Deceaſe. The Papiſts and 
Facobites laught at the Propo- 
1al every, where, tho they 
wou d not declare the true 
Reaſon, which yet every Bo- 
dy knew as well as them- 
ſelves; and they thought the 
Republicans from a quite dif- In 
ferent view woud be againſt I a: 
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naming any Succeſſor, not 
doubt ing but they ſhoud out- 
wit them in the End, or at 
leaſt put all Things into that 
Confuſion and Diſorder wher- 
in alone they coud find their 
Account. Nevertheleſs to 
their great Surprize and Diſ- 
appointment, there was not 
one ſingle Perſon of the real 
or reputed Republicans in the 
whole Kingdom who did not 
heartily concur with his Ma- 
jeſty's Judgment, and were 
unanimouſly for naming the 
Princeſs Sorx1ia and her De- 
ſcendents in the Houſe of Ha- 
nover.

of Commons. But of this herafter. 
When the Conſideration of the 
Succeſſion came regularly be- 
fore them, it was with one Con- 
ſent voted in the Houſe, that 
4 further Proviſion ſhou'd be made 
for the Succeſſion of the Crown in the 
Proteſtant Line ; but before they 
wou'd be more particular they 
came to a wiſe and noble Reſo- 
lation, not more worthy an 
Engliſh Senat than becoming 
the moſt generous . Spirit of 
Liberty; and it was, that, 
before they nominated any to

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the Succeſſion, there ſhou'd be 


a further Proviſion made for ſecu- 
ring the Proteſtant Keligion, and 
maintaining the Rights and Liber- 
ties of the People, Lhey well 
knew that more advantageous 
Terms coud be obtain d before 
the Nomination than at any 
Time herafter ; beſides that 
their Election being purely free 
and voluntary, they cou d diſ- 
poſe of the Crown under what 
Reſtrictions they pleas d, and 
he that wou'd ſcruple to accept 
it on the Conditions they of- 
fer d, coud not mean well to 
Liberty, and conſequently de- 
ſervd not to enjoy or exerciſe 
the Government.

Prejudice. Moreover, the

of a generous Temper, tis 
probable he wou'd be fond of 
doing Good without any o- 
ther Obligations than thoſe of 
Daty and Virtue, that all his 
noble Actions might appear 
wholly to flow from his own 
Inclinations. The Commons 
therfore, maturely conſide- 
ring all theſe Reaſons, agreed 
firſt on the Limitations , 
which paſt their Houſe with 
none or little Oppoſition, and 
then proceded to the worthy 
Nomination of the Perſon; 
wherupon they order'd a Bill 
to be brought in according to 
their Reſolutions, and , after 
readily paſſing it in the uſual 
orms, they ſent it up! to the 
leak of Lords.

SH O be very dei 
and defective if on this Oc- 
cation 1 ſhou'd not do Juſtice 
to the moſt illuſtrious Or- 
der of the Engliſb Nobility, 
having in this perillous Con- 
juncture of the Affairs ef 
Chriſtendom: appear d uch 
hearty Friends to the Liber 
of the. People, ſo zealous: for 
preſerving the Proteſtant Religi- 
on both at Home and Abroad, 
but chiefly for PN ſuch 
fre- 
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frequent Reſolutions of oppo- 


ſing the deſtructive Meaſures of 


the French King, and of firmly 
adhering to our other Allys as 
well as to the States of Holland, 
in order to reſtore and main- 
tain the Ballance of Europe. The 
lame good Diſpoſition is uni- 
form and ſteddy in their other 
Procedings, but particularly 
con{picuous in the Act for abo- 
liſhing thoſe Privileges of ei- 
ther Houſe of Parlament, 
which, however reaſonable at 
their firſt Inſtitution, came by 


Degrees to be the Scandal of 


thoſe that enjoy d them, and the 
in ſupportable Grievance of all 
others. True Nobility dos not 
conſiſt in Titles, Ornaments, 
or Attendance (tho I ſee no 
Hurt 1 in ſuch Diſtinctions) but 
in e the Leaders of the — 

ple 
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ple in Warr, as well as their 
Protectors and Guides in Peace. 
Indeed under arbitrary Mo- 


narchs there is a mighty Noiſe 
made about Nob-/ity ; but it 


wholly conſiſts in ſom uſeleſs 


or imaginary Titles, in the un- 
worthy Privileges of contribu- 
ting Nothing to the Support of 
the Public, or of inſolently do- 
mineering over the common 
People, and they have the in- 
glorious Honor it may be of 
being imploy d in the moſt ſer- 
vil Offices about the Prince's 
Perſon. But in free Goyern- 
ments the Nobility make a 
ſubſtantial Part of the Conſti- 
tution, and are the very Saul 
of the State. Such as infinu- 
at ther fore, that a Nobility is 
incompatible with a Comman- 
1 ſhamefully forget the 
Patri. 
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Patricians of Rome, who made 
a greater Figure than all the 
Kings of theſe or the former 
Times ; and they are ignorant 
likewiſe of the Athenian, Spar- 
tan, and the preſent Venetian 
Nobility. But, not to multi- 


ply Examples, let's hear what's 


written to this purpoſe by 

AME S HARRINGTON, the cele- 
brated Author of Oceana, and 
one of the greateſt Republicans 
that ever livd in the World. 
An Army, ſays He, may as well 
conſiſt of Soldiers without Officers, or 


of Officers without Soldiers, as 4 


Commonwealth ( eſpecially ſuch a 


one as ts capable of Greatneſs) con- 


fift of a People without a Gentry, 


or of a Gentry without a People. 
There is ſomthing firſt in the ma- 
king of a Commonwealth, then in the 


governing of it, and laſt of all in the. 


leading 
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leading of its Armys, which (th 
there jp great Divines, great Law- 
yers, great Men in all Profeſſions) 
ſeems to be peculiar oniy to the Ge. 
nius of AGENT LEMAN. Mosxs 
had his Education by the Daughter 
of PuanAOH; Turszus and Solos, 
of noble Birth, were held by the A- 
thenians worthy to be Kings ; Lx- 
cURGUS was of the royal Blood; 
Rouurus and Numa Princes; 

| Bau rus and PuBiicoia, Patrici- 
| ans; the Gnacchi, who loſt their 
Lives for the People of Rome and 
the Reſtitution of that Common- 
wealth, were the Sons of a Father 
 uadomn'd with two Triumphs, and of 
| Corntin the Daughter of Scipio, 
who, being demanded in Marriage 
i by King .PToLowny , diſdatn'd to 
| becom the Queen of Egypt. To 
theſe I may add one long be- 
hind them in Time, tho equal 
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to moſt of em in Fame, the 
Founder of the Dutch Com- 
monwealth, Winn of N assau, 
Prince of Orange, and great 
Grandfather to his preſent Ma- 
fas who may likewiſe him- 

be juſtly number d with 

oſe Heroes, in as much as it 
is not leſs glorious to reſtore or 
inlarge Liberty, than to found 
a Commonwealth. And truly 
this Family may have bin Pro- 
tectors of Liberty a longer 
Time than moſt Men are apt 


to imagin. Tis certain, not- 
withſtanding the Change of 


ſom Names, and the Addi- 
tion of temporary Cuſtoms, 
that the main Part of the Go- 
vernment was the ſame in the 
time of the Romans as at this 


time it continues to be among 
the Dutch and the free Places 
of

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of Germany, viz. ſeveral petty 
Soverainty's aſſociated into 
greater Leagues, and under e- 
lective Magiſtrats, or ſuch he- 
reditary ones as rather had the 
Autority of perſuading (ſays

commanding. Now Juin CxsaR 


tells us, that Ambaſſadors came 
from Triers to acquaint Him,

63 
ing only tranſpos d to give it 
a ſofter Termination after the 
Manner of the Romans, who 
conſtantly joind the Inflecti- 
ons of their own Language to 
all exotic Names, but alterd 
none ſo little as This, not ad- 
ding or taking away one Let- 
ter. There 1s no Improbabili- 
ty but that the Family as well 
as the Place might have exiſted 
under this Name ſo long ago,

bout Religion and Govern- 


ment, and created others on 
pur poſe to ſerve em in their 


Deſigns of introdueing Popery 
and arbitrary Power, which 
made them odious to the Nati- 


on, and caſt a Scandal on 


the whole Profeſſion; yet his 


moſt implacable Enemys muſt 
do King Wir IIAu the Juſtice 
to acknowledge, that, as a 
ſincere Defender of the true 
Faith, he promoted none to the 
Epiſcopal Dignity who were

Kingdoms by their Aſſiſtance; 
a 9 1 in it ſelf abſolutely im- 
poſſible, conſidering the ſeveral 
Contrys lying betwixt us, eſpe- 
cially our good Friends of Fol 
land, of whom it is now high 
Time to diſcourſe more di- 


ſtinctly. 
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SECT. XVII. 


The Union of England and Hol. 
land is the only Means of pre- 
ſerving the Proteſtant. Religi. 
on, and the Liberty of Europe 


as well as their own. 
Y5 IDES maintaining the 
Balance of Europe, - it © has 
bin likewiſc another Maxim of 
England ſince the Reformation, 
10 keep it ſelf the Head of the 
Proteſtant Religion all over the 
World, which was effectuall 
don by Queen ETIZABZETA; 
but neglected by the Envy, 
Puſillanimity, and Lukewarm: 
neſs of King James the Firlt, 
ard almoſt wholly loſt _ 

ty 
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his Succeſſors, of whom the 
two laſt cou'd not be Prote- 
ctors of the Reformation abroad, 
while with all their might they 
were themſelves Jaboring to 
re- introduce Popery into their 
own Dominions. But their 
Grandfather led the Dance by 
his vain Endeavors to obſcure 
the Fame of Queen Enzazern , 
his neglecting to aſſiſt his Son- 
in-law the King of Bohemia, his 
unaccountable Paſſion for the 
Spaniſh Match , and- his total 
oing over to the Popiſb Party 
we not. out of Choice, yer 
from his cowardly Apprchenſi- 
ons of being aſſaſſinated by the 
Feſuits) notwithſtanding the 
direful Curſes he imprecated on 
himſelf - and his Poſterity. I 
need not mention the betraying 
12 Roche! and the Proteſtant 
L 3 In- 
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tereſt in France to Cardinal 
RickhliEu in Cu ARLES the 
Firſt's Time; nor King Jauss 
the Second's openly profeſſing 
and laboring to eſtabliſh the 
Popiſh Religion. But tho 
his Elder — CuakILEs the 
Second made a Sho of be⸗ 
ing a Proteſtant till ; 4 uſual 
ol cou'd do him 
no further Service; yet he fa 
vor'd Popery underhand all 
he coud, and commonly 
choſe ſuch Miniſters and Fa- 
vorits as wou' d be ſure to 
ſerve him in his wicked De⸗ 
ſigns. Contrary to the Intereſt 
of his Contty, he continu'd to 
his dying Day a Friend. and 
Penſioner to the French King g. 
and heartily joind with him to 
deſtroy the Republic of the 
Werl Nether lands, which, 
next 
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next to England, is the ſtrong- 
eſt Support of the Proteſtant Re · 
ligion. Since its firſt Foun- 
dation it has bin the principal 
Scat of Liberty and Truth; 
it has bin the Refuge of the 
miſerable and perſecuted of 
eyery Contry; afforded a ſure 
Protection to thoſe of all Per- 
ſuaſions, who fled from the 
Tyranny of their native Prin- 
ces; and ever promoted the 
Common Good, the Freedom, 
and Quiet of Europe. No 
People in Hiſtory have more 
gloriouſſy aſſerted and main- 
tain d their Liberty, with greater 
Reſolation, or equal Courage. 
Having therefore eftablith'd 
their State on the Principles of 
juſtice, and continu'd ro go- 
rern it hitherto by a ſutable 
Adminiſtration, the Almighty 
nw BS - Dit 
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Diſpoſer of the World cou'd 
not but reward ſuch Virtue 
with his choiceſt Bleflings, 
which rais d em from incor: 
fiderable Beginnings to be one 
of the moſt powerful People 
on Earth. No other Place can 
proportionably cqual the Num: 
ber and Beauty of their Cities 
the various Improvements of 
their Contry, their flouriſhing 
Colonies abroad, their immenſe 
Trade and Riches, their Armies 
by Land, their Fleets at Sea, 
and the eminent Rank which 
they bear among other Princes 
and States in all the known 
Regions of the Earth. But 
their unſhaken Love of Liber 
ty and the Proteſtant Religion, 
ought chiefly to endear em to 
this lland. And truly the 
Body of the People as well , 
1100 N 
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the moſt underſtanding Part of 


the Engliſh Patriots, have ever 
had ſuch an Eſteem for them, 


that they thought our Intereſts 


to be (as doubtleſs they are) 


abſolutely inſeparable: for if 


either of us falls, the other 
cannot poſſibly ſtand long after, 
which ought to oblige both 
never to let things com to 
ſuch a Point. Since the Be- 


ginning of his Majeſty's Reign 


(which God long continue) we 


may perceive the infinit Ad- 
vantages of our Union, and 


what noble and mighty things 
we may perform both for our 


ſelves and others who need our 
Aſſiſtance or Protection. On 


the other Hand, we may learn 


the deſtructive Conſequences 


of any Mal- — be- 


tween us, by what hapned in 


CraRLes 
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Cuakxlxs the Second's Reign; oy 


tho, to ſpeak the naked Truck, 
thoſe at the Head of Affairs in 


our Government were then the 
gBetrayers of the common Cauſe, 


while — People on both ſides 
with'd all — to one ano- 


ther, as manifeſtly appear d when 
ever there was a proper Oc- 
caſion of ſhowing their true Diſ- 
poſition, and eſpecially on the 


late Revolution. Since that time 
to this, it is remarkable that as 
People 


a few Papiſts arc the only 
in Holland who ſpeak unkindly of 


the Exgliſb ; ſono Body diſlikes 
the Durch in England but the a- 
vowd Enemies of our Govern- 
ment or Religion: inſomuch 
that to hear a Man railing againſt 


the Dutrh, is One of the certain 
Marks to diſtinguiſh his Diſaffe- 


ction to King Wins Perſon, 
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as well as to our Legal Conſti⸗ 


tution; and he derſerves worſe 
of his on Contry, than he can 


poſſibly do of any other. This 
puts me. in mind of the two prin- 
cipal States in antient Greece, A- 
thens and Sparta; where, tho their 
Governments were different, and 
their Intereſts often divided by 
ill diſpos d Perſons, yet the La 


conizers in Athens, and che Favo- 


rers of Athens in Sparta were al- 


ways found to be the beſt Friends 
of 3 Contry, and trueſt to 


the Common Cauſe of Greece a- 


gainſt the Mea Bennws, the great. 


King of thoſe times; I mean the 
Perſian Monarch, whoſe Deſigns 


againſt all free Goveraments 


were the ſame. with thoſe of 
the French King in our Age. 
Nor were the Perſiaus then 
ſs pole. in their 9 
a» 
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Faſhions than the French are now; 
on the contrary moſt of the 
Neighboring States were cor- 
rupted by their Luxury and Ef- 
feminacy : but they were ſtil'd 
Barbarians by the Greecs, not ſo 
much for their common Reaſon 
of calling all foren Nations by 
this Name, as from their arbitra- 
ry and barbarous Form of Deſpo- 
tic Government, and their indea- 
voring to ſubdue all other People 
without any juſt Cauſe of War, 
but only for their Glory, and to 
increaſe the Number of their 
Slaves. Againſt this Grand and 
CommonEncmy was the Amphic- 
tionian Council inſtituted, con- 
fiſting of Deputies from ſeveral 
States of Greece, to-preſerve Friend. 
ſhip among themſelves, ſays * Dio- 
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xys1us Haticarnass&us, but to 
becom ſtrong and formidable a- 


gainſt the Barbarians. Wher- 


tore ſince the Fate as well as the 


Intereſt of England and Holland 


is ſo evidently the ſame, it were 
not amiſs if they had a common 
Deputation after this Example to 
make their Union the more ſin- 


cere, durable, and beneficial ; 


which I hope may be one of the 
Bleſſings of his Majeſty's Reign, 


and muſt be very acceptable to 


the Houſe of Hanover, whoſe In- 


tereſt is ſo heartily eſpous'd and 


promoted by the Datch. This 


wou'd quite aboliſh the mutual 
Diſguſts which have bin indu- 


ſtriouſly fomented between the 


two Nations, the Dutch being 
made jealous of our Liberty, 


and we not leſs envious of their 


Trade. But as of late Years the 


former 
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former have found that keep. 
ing of us under Tyranny proves 
4 a fall and miſtaken Policy: ſo 1 
hope the latter will diſcover ſom 
Way to adjuſt the material Dif- 
ferences that may happen about 
Trade, always taking care not 
to be angry with Others for be- 
ing more induſtrious than them- 
ſelyes, and never to make ſuch 
2 ridiculous Objection to the 
Dutch, as that they mind their 
own Intereſt above all Things 


elſe. in the World; which can 


be no Injury to us, ſince our 
Grand Intereſts are ſtil] and ever 
muſt remain the ſame. The 


Support of the Proteflant Reli- 
gion is an undeniable Motive 
that now requires a firmer Uni- 
on between us than ever. I 


ſhow'd before how much the 


Reformation was Þetray'd by 
our 
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our late Kings; and it has 
bin ſomtimes a baſe and little 
Artifice in us not to own the 
Proteſtants in other Contries, for 
fear of diſpleaſing our Catholic 
Confederats; which] makes ſom 
of our ſuffering Brethren ima- 
gin that the Influence of Crarrss 
and ſaues the Sccond's evil 
Counſillors is not wholly ſpent 
with the deteſted Reigns of their 


Maſters. But this unjuſtifiable 


Neglect, as it leſſens our Inte- 
reſt with the Proteſtants, ſo it 
increaſes that of the French King 
with the Papiſts, for whoſe Ad- 
vantage he wiſely concerns him- 
ſelf where he has no other Rea- 
ſon to intermeddle. And I muſt 
here obſerve, that had the Pro- 
teftants of France bin ſupported, 
their Prince cou'd not have 
made a Merit of their Deſtru- 
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ction with the Pope and his 
Adherents every where, but e- 
ſpecially with the & paniards and 
the Jeſuits. As the Beauty of 
Virtuc ſhines no where with 
greater Luſtre than in the Ex- 
erciſe of Gratitude ; ſo the 
mutual Kindneſſes paſt between 
this Kingdom and the States 


of Holland muſt oblige us to 


aſſiſt them with all our Power 
at this Juncture, with no leſs 
Zeal than we are movd to do 


it from a Senſe of Religion, 


or to reſtore and preſerve the 
Balance of Europe. There's 
ſcarce a Family in England 
that formerly appear'd on the 
Behalf of Liberty, but ows1ts 
Preſervation, or that of the 
principal Perſons in it, to the 
ſ:cure Retreat afforded them 


by that generous Republic ; 
and 
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and their Hoſpitality and Aſſiſt - 
ance to thoſe Gentlemen in 
Diſtreſs, are ſtil] gratefully re- 
membred by themſelves or 
their Relations, which makes em 
now to be doubly concern d 
about the Safety of their Pro- 
tectors. But the two Nations 
themſelves have likewiſe had 
their turns of ſaving one ano- 
ther. The powerful Succors 
granted by Queen ELAakErR 
to the States in their Infancy, 
were amply retaliated by the 
Fleet and Army they ſent to 
deliver us from Popery and 
Slavery on the late Revolution ; 
and now it is become again our 
Turn to yield them ſpeedy 
and effectual Aſſiſtance, which 
none can be found to oppoſe, 
but ſuch as betray the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, and are for 

ma-

making a Complement of our 
| Liberty to the French King, or 
his deſign d Viceroy, the pre- 
tended Prince of Vales. Tis 
next to a Miracle, that fom 
People (even without endea . 
voring to diſguiſe their Intenti- 
ons) ſhou'd obſtruct as much 
as in them lies, our ſcaſonable 
interpoſing for the Reſcue of 
Europe, till the great Raviſher has 
fully ſecur'd the Poſſeſſion of the 
Spaniſh Dominions, and becoms 
therby <nabl'd to ſeize without 
Reſiſtance on all remaining 
Kingdoms and Commonwealths. 
But tis yet a greater Wonder 
to find only a ſmall Number 
of Men continuing obſtinat 
in this bare-facd Treachery, 
contrary to the Bent and 
preſſing Deſires of the whole 
Nation, which cannot be long 
gs rc- 
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reliſted 3 but muſt certainly fall 
with a dreadful Weight and 
deſerv'd Vengeance on the de- 
voted Heads of ſuch as act 
contrary to the public Safety. 
How incredible wou d it appear 
ſom Tears ago, if any ſhou' d 
propheſie, that at ſuch a jun- 
&ure as this, inſtead of calling 
aloud for Arms, and flying to 
the Aſſiſtance of our Friends 
and Allies, you ſhou d hear of 
nothing in our Streets but the 
New and the Old Miniſtry; 
not in Panegyrics for their diſ- 
intereſted Adminiſtration or the 
mighty Things they have don 
for their Contry : but their 
Friends or Creatures, and the 
Candidats for the Favor of 
thoſe they think ſhall next be the 
prevailing Party, expoſing the 
Meanneſs and Corruption of 

M 2 the 
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the one, and the heinous Crimes 
of the contrary Faction; with 
out having more to ſay for their 
own Patrons than, that, in the 
one or other of theſe Reſpect, 
they are not quite ſo bad a 
their Enemies. But if they ful. 
pect that any Man has Accel; 
to the King, without owing this 
Honor to their Influence, or be- 
ing inrolld in their Faction, 
there's no Treatment thought 
too baſe or diſhonorable for 
ſuch a Perſon; and they ſom- 
times carry their Malice to a 
Degree that renders themſelves 
ridiculous. Thus we find em 
highly diſpleas'd with Mr. Mern— 
ver the Chancellor of Ireland, 
becauſe they can't like his Phi, 
which in my Opinion, ought 
to make that Gentleman increalc 
his Value for himſelf : For it 


may} 
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may be eaſily believ'd that they 
wou'd gladly charge him with 
higher Crimes if they knew of 
any; ſince ſom of thoſe who 
are ſo angry with his Counte- 
nance, have little Reaſon to 
boaſt of their Beauty, and might 
count themſelves very happy if 
nothing but ugly Faces cou'd 
be objected againſt them. But 
this is only a ſingle Example 
among many I cou'd allege. 
And what's the ſtrangeſt thing 
of all, we are ignorant ſtill

Mountebanks are; for our Go- 


vernment knows no ſuch thing 
as a Prime Miniſter : we read of 
no Rank, no Buſineſs, or Salary, 
eſtabliſnt for ſuch a Perſon; 
and the great Officers of the 


Nation are bound to act accor-

no leſs than to the meaneſt off | 


his Seryants ; or if any thing 
was defective in this Particy- 
lar, tis ſufficiently remedy'd by 
ſom of the Limitations in the 
ge Adt of Succeſſion. In- 
ſtead therefore of trabling our 
ſelves for thoſe who were never 
trobPd for us, let us unani 
mouſly and ſpeedily reſolve on 
the moſt effectual Meaſures of 
ſupporting the Proteſtant Reli.
